Notification Speech. 


Host of the Ailments Peculiar to th« 


Female Sex ui-e Duo to Catarrh

Mr Chiirmvi and Gentlemen of tbe 


Committee: 


The official notification which you 


bring of my nomination for the vice- 
presidency of the United States hy 
the national Democracy gives me a 
feeling of the eiuceiest gratitude to 
ray party for the honor conferred.

the same time, it brings to me a deep 
sense of my responsibility to my party 
as a candidate, and to my country in 
case of my election. 


A spirit of determination to succeed

standing here upon tha borderland of 
the two Virginias, to receivs and ac- 
cept the cooamis'ion ycu bear, and to 
send greetings through you to the 
Demncrscy of the eatiro country.

vate characters, and form the ba^e of 
the best possible government. 


The receipts of the government for 


the year ending June 30, 1902, the firs' 
fiscal year of the present administra 
tion, showed a surplus over expendi- 
tures of $91,000,000, but for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1904, instead of a 
lurplus there was a deficit of 341,000,- 
000. From the 1st of July, 1904, to Au- 
gust 10, or for about a month and a 
third of the present fiscal year, the ex- 
penditures of the government have 
exceeded the receipts by 821,715,000.

Complete Exhibition oi Island People ami 


Industries Cavers Forty-seven Acres 


and Is independent of Larger Show. 


Not even in the heart of Manila city 


could there be found forty-seven acres 
of Philippine territory as interesting as 
that amount of space covered by the 
islands' display at the World's Fair. 
Here is an exposition within an ex- 
position, a little wheel that revolves 
independently of the larger one encom- 
passing it. 


Scores of buildings are filled with ex- 


hibits, native life is depicted by as 
many different villages aa there are 
tribes on the islands, military drills are 
given by Philippine troops, and con- 
certs are rendered hy native bands. 
For its amusemei'.i features the Philip 
pine exposition has the humorous Igor-

The Administratl. n building Is a rep- 


lica of the government offices in Ma- 
nila, while tLe Art aud Education 
building reproduces In miniature the 
cathedral within lae walled city, even 
the mellowd tints of age being faith- 
fully rendered. A rectlon of the an- 
cient but still serviceable town wall 
has be«n reconstruct to serve the dou- 
ble purpose of a gnloway to the show 
and a museum of aims and war relics. 
The other main etUnces are types of 
Filipino ho;.ltis, bci.ii, ouilt of undress- 
ed timber, bamboo and rattan, with 
thatched rents and broad verandas. 


Then there are "'f1 tribal villages 


ne&tliug under tlie trees, some of the 
houses pui?hed l.i;'h up among the 
boughs, others on piles above the wa- 
ters of tlie Arrowhead lake, all of them 
actual dwellings fashioned of native 
materials by native workmanship and 
illustrating the manners, customs and 
pursuits of their occupants. Here are 
women weaving a coarse cloth on a 
rude hand loom, others making bas- 
kets, others tending irrigated fields of 
rice. One group of men are in village 
council, trying an offender according 
to their tribal laws; others are slowly 
moving in a circular dance to the thump 
of tomtoms nnd tlie clang of brass 
gongs; others, again, are smelting Iron 
by the aid of a primitive but most in- 
genious bellows, the constituent parts 
of which are a bamboo tube and an air- 
tight mop of feathers working therein 
like the piston of a ^yrlnge. And these 
are but a few of an almost endless va- 
riety of life picture". 


The ethnological problem is a some- 


what complicated one; but, although 
there are no fewer than sixteen races 
represented •unon!> the village dwellers, 
the scouts and th> 
4 constabulary, each 


race speaking its ""'n diaket and fol- 
lowing its own customs, all may be 
roughly cl.i&sillcd into four groups— 
tlie true abei'lsiinalb or nnn-Malays, the 
pagan Malays, thr> Christina Malays 
and the Moii.immeu.,u Malays. 


The first are the dwarf Negritos, with

Ilrre, again, 
we have scanty eHUiing, amounting 
almost to nudity, I'Mt copper colored 
skins, long wavy tresses, pleasant fea- 
tured faces and fine physiques, even 
though the stature be small. Among 
these pagan Malays are the head hunt- 
ers and the dog eaters. They are sav- 
ages, yet have their code of laws nnd a 
knowledge of several primitive Indus- 
tries. 


The Christian Malays, produced by 


the second wave of Invasion, are rep- 
resented by the Visas-tins, a tall and 
handsome rate, dreeing well, living in 
pretty homes, skilled in weaving, dye-

WORTH FORTUNES 


Twelve Hundred Kinds Are In China's 
Show at the World's Fair—The Most 


Populous Nation of the World For 


the First Time Makes an Exhibit 


Worthy of Her Greatness. 


Many expositions of stupendous char- 


acter make up the World's Fair of 
1B04. Each part is a vast and distinct 
show. 
Each building shelters many 


acres of wonderful things—wonderful 
because they are the choicest of their 
kind. 
Every nation on the globe Is 


represented. Every state and territory 
s here with its best and making the 
most of Its greatest opportunity. 


The fact that China has not been a 


,arge exhibitor at world's fairs gives 
to her great exhibit here a prominence 
quite exceptional. It Is a wonderland 
of ingenious productions.

3hiua bost by reason of her extensive 
exports of teas, which have found a 
vast market in the United States for 
generations. Her commercial interests 
:herefore prompted her to make a dis-

kinds of tea. 
Young Hyson and Old 


Bysou have a string of tea relations 
onger than the genealogical chain of a 
Plymouth Rock. They are neatly se- 
ected "chops," in the language of the 
tea farmer, and these classes do not 
mbrace medicinal teas, which are 
quite another lot in the rather modest 
number of 400. 


The teas exhibited vary In price from 


a few cents a pound to some rare and 
exclusive kinds that are worth their 
weight in gold, the tea in the latter 
cases being placed ou one side of tbe 
scales and pure gold on the other— 
that is to say, the tea of this expensive 
kind is worth about $20 gold an ounce. 
Only a very small quantity of this ex- 
clusive leaf is exhibited, and It is 


wn in carefully guarde4 tea planta- 


tions or gardens right under the shad- 
ows of the gi'eat wall of China. Its cul- 
tivation is prohibited for any use save 
for the imperial family of China and a 
few of the favored high officials. 


Mention ha 
1^ been made of the word 


"chop" in connection with tea, and it 
may be interesting to the everyday 
reader to know what the word actually 
signifies. The tea leaf is grown in va- 
rious districts of the Chinese empire on 


for the United States comes. Tbe owu- 
era of "chops" of tea varying frqm 10 
to 200 chests of 58 pounds each bring 
samples of their goods to the various 
foreign merchants for sale. These lat- 
ter turn the Chinese tea growers over 
to the good offices of the foreign or 
American professional tea taster, who 
passes ou the goods as to price. The 
tea taster has the samples infused, not 
boiled, in his presence and passes upon 
the quality, flavor, twang and manner 
of curing, fixing a price accordingly, 
from which there Is never any varia- 
tion and which the tea grower must ac- 
cept or go elsewhere to dispose of hla 
wares. 
In a single tract of tea land 


like the one cited above the price has 
ranged from '1-1 cents, the lowest, to 
4S'/2 centR. the highest, per pound 
among sixty-one ditlomit tea produ- 
cers. A matter of great moment that 
also fiffiiiTfi in tlie price of tea is 
that very often tea from the same dis- 
trict will have the various "chops" 
biended together In order to produce 
special flavors.

This 
Is hardly ever the case, as the large 
tracts are very often owned by hun- 
dreds of different men, whose Individ- 
ual plots of ground bearing the tea 
plants are carefully mapped out, so 
that each individual owner may culti- 
vate and pick his own crop of tea/ 
Each owner likewise markets his own 
tea and puts his own special mark, or 
"chop," on the packages. Hence the 
term "chop" signifies an individual 
growth or picking of tea by one owner. 
In an area of tea land of, say, a thou- 
sands acres, all apparently under one 
ownership, there may be some forty, 
fifty or more owners of the plantation 
and consequently a like number of 
"chops" of tea. 


It must not be imagined that all these 


different owners of the tea get the 
same price for their commodity—far 
from it, as each of these individual tea 
growers has Ills owu secrets for im- 
proving the (luaiity and flavor of tgi.
